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Senator Carter on Press Bossism. 


Senator Carter of Los Angeles is right in saying a direct pri- 


mary is not a panacea for the political ills so loudly complained of, 
but he is both wrong and foolish in asserting that a direct primary 
will establish x press 'bossism over the politics of the State. He 
seems to be in too great fear of the press to stand by his own con- 
victions. 


The political history of California is a standing refutation of the 


delusion that a newspaper can boss politics. Every attempt at 
newspaper 
bossism, whether in State or municipal politics, has 


provecl an ignominious failure, for reasons which should be quite 


i plain to every thinking person. When a newspaper essays the role 
of political boss it ceases to be a newspaper in the true sense of the 
word, and becomes a partisan and factional advocate of men and 
measures it would otherwise condemn. The marked decline in the 
influence of the old thick-and-thin party organ is a proof of this 
fact. The newspaper boss is the easiest overthrown of all bosses. 


But Senator Carter probably meant something else when he 


epoke of newspaper bossism. Evidently he alluded to the practice 
all independent newspapers have of stating unpalatable truths about 
public men and public measures. It is the full discussion of public 
affairs and the methods of polticians that he styles bossism. 


He knows the press does not nominate candidates, nor manip- 


ulate conventions, nor dominate legislative caucuses. The function 
of the press is to give publicity to the very things political bosses 
desire kept from the knowledge of the people, and to state fairly its 
conclusions in regard to the character of candidates for office and 
the effect of proposed legislation. When it ceases to do this and 
becomes unfair, untruthful and selfishly partisan the press loses in- 
fluence and popular confidence. 
The 
recent election in Senator 


Carter's home city gave a striking illustration of this fact, which has 
again and again been exemplified in San Francisco. In this city an 
attempted newspaper bossism failed completely and reacted disas- 
trously. 


There is no danger whatever of newspaper bossism, so Sena- 


tor Carter may calm his fears. He might, however, have made a 
strong point by calling attention to the impotency in political action 
that is likely to result from destroying party .discipline and substi- 
tuting incoherence for organization. 


A Good Primary Law Provision. 


The bill making party registration a qualification for voting at 


the primaries has passed the Assembly. It strikes us that this is a 
good measure. It insures the integrity of party action, and prevents 
the common abuse of electors of one party voting in primary elec- 
tions as members of an opposing party. 


Under the present primary law, the voter declares his politics 


at the primary election by asking for the party ballot he desires to 
vote. He may be a member of some other party—frequently is— 
and interjects himself into the internal affairs of a party to which he 
does not belong for the purpose of influencing the action or nomina- 
tions of a party against which he is arrayed. If the object of a pri- 
mary be to ascertain the wishes of voters within their party lines, 
it should be made impossible for electors of one party to obtrude on 
the affairs of another party. 


The measure which has just passed the Assembly requires elec- 


tors to declare their party affiliation at the time they register, and 
abide by that declaration when they come to vote in primaries. It 
does not prevent them from voting with any party or for any can- 
didate they see fit at the general election. It simply forbids voters 
of one pa-rty influencing the party action of other political organiz- 
ations. 


The bill will not please persons who desire to destroy political 


organizations and discourage party action through conventions and 
central committees, or persons accustomed to shift from party to 
party as interest or passing inclination may dictate. But we cannot 
see why the wishes of such men should have weight with party 
men.* The rational course is for electors to stay with their party 
'till its nominations are made and its principles announced, and, then, 
Jf the nominees or the policies are unsatisfactory, vote the other 
ticket. As party action seems both necessary' and inevitable, the 
law should not attempt to hamper and restrict it, but endeavor to 
free it from outside and 'hostile interference and make it as respons- 
ive as possible to the sentiment of the mass of the adherents of 
each party.

of legislators at $100 a year. 


The keynote of the debate, which . 


lasted for two hours, was the caustic I 
criticism and bitter arraignment of the 
newspapers of the State for their at- 
tacks on the Legislature for the lat- 
ter's alleged extravagance in the mat- 
ter of patronage and wound up in a se- 
vere "calling down" of Senator Cam- 
inetti by the President of the Senate. 
President Porter accused Caminetti of 
making speeches when asking que;-- 
tions, which was hptly resented by the 
Senator from Amador. 


CAMINETTI 
HEARD. 


"I represent a sovereign, district," 


said Caminetti, "and I don't propose to 
'be lectured by the chair when I am 
within my rights." 


"If you don't like it, you have your 


remedy," said President Porter, "I am 
the President of this Senate. You sit 
down." 


Caminetti, 
however, 
carried, his 


point and amended 
Wolfe's measure 


to include the word 
"officers" 
with 


'attaches and employes," otherwise, 
said he, the legislature 
might con- 


tend that officers of the legislature did 
not come within the provision of ?5'JU 
a day for attaches and employes. 


Senator Curtin, 
in 
opposing 
the 


Wolfe measure severely attacked the 
newspapers' condemnation of the \ez- 
Islatur for alleged extravagance;' 


BELIEVES IN LUXURY. 
"I employ several men because I believe 


in luxury to a certain reasonable extent." 
said Curtin. "Is it not due the dignity 
of the State that this legislative body 
should have an abundance of funds with 
tvhlch to carry on Itr business? Let us 
not be thin-skinned about .this mattt-r. 
Let us stand up and resent these insults 
of the press. The condemnation of the 
press is unjust—it IK unreasonable. 
The 
editors of these papers tto not appreciate 
the situation. 
Senator Curtin contended that no Sen- 
ator came to the legislature for the small 
compensation he receives but for the 
lonor to serve hts State. 


CRYING SHAME. 
Senator Willis thought It a. "crying 
shame" the way the newspapers had 
treated the legislature. 
"Shall we stand here," said he. "ami 
let these editors throw at us like the 
patrons of a fair throw balls at negro 
images strung on a wire at a cent a 
throw?" 
He maintained that the Legislature had 
not been extravagant but said the people 
had the right to cut down the expenses 
If they desired and he wanted it submit- 
ted to them. 
Stanford, a Democrat, declared that 
while he believed the newspapers did not 
understand the situation in the legislature 
he contended that the press is always 
willing to advocate any measure that Is 
for the eood of the State. 


NO 
INFLUENCE? 
Wolfe said that the only persons who 
take the press seriouslv are the owners 
and the writers; maintained that it had 
no influence with the people; always con- 
demned, 
criticised and attacked, but 
never commended or gaye credit for good 
intentions. 


"The metropolitan newspapers revel in 
sensationalism and gloat over the rend- 
ing of the heart strings asunder, but 
never a word of commendation." aaid he.

hill is a mile long, and to coast down it 
takes, on an average, sixty-seven sec- 
ond*.

FRANCHISES STILL CAUSE 


TROUBLE IN THE COUNCIL 


E. C Hahn Offers Possible Solution of 


Wood-Sfreet Embroglio and No Vote 


Is Taken by Committee. 


A probable solution of the difficulties 


confronting the City Council In regard 
to the granting of franchises to the 
Western Pacific, 
tha 
San Francisco, 


Oakland and San Jose, and the Santa Pe 
railways, to construct and operate In- 
dustrial lines on Wood street in West 
Oakland, has been reached, in a sug- 
gestion of Councilman IE. C. Hahn of 
tha Fourth ward, in which a portion 
of Wood street is located. 


The committee of the whole of the 


Council met last night to consider the 
applications of the three railways. Man- 
ufacturers and about on« hundred resi- 
dents on Wood street, south of Twen- 
tieth street, again entered strenuous pro- 
tests against the granting of franchises 
to tha Western Pacific and tha Key 
Koute, claiming that two freight lines 
on the narrow thoroughfare would ruin 
their property and repreclate its value. 
The railroads claim, on the other hand, 
that they will benefit the city and that, 
under the present city charter, 
fran- 
chises must be granted them. The com- 
mittee of the whole of the Council has 
been seeking a solution of the difficulty, 
•which will be satisfactory to all par- 
ties to the controversy. 
Councilman Hahn last night suggested 
that the Western Pacific run its line 
from - a point north of Slxteoi.th street 
In a curve Into Pine street and south to 
Seventh street, and that the Key Route's 
line run on Wood street, making a single 
track on that thoroughfare, in order that 
the engineers of the two roads might 
investigate the proposition, as to its 
feasibility, the entire- matter was con- 
tinued for two weeks. 


OBJECTS TO DELAY. 
F. A. MacDonald of the Santa Fe ob- 
jected to the delay, claiming that no 
protests had been made against his com- 
pany's application. 
Its proposed 
line 
would run from Twentieth street north- 
ward. As the three applications have 
been under discussion as a whole, the 
committee, voted to postpone the entire 
matter for two weeks. 
"When the meeting was called to or- 
der. 
Councilman 
Alex McAtlam was 
chosen ns chairman. Burke Corbet ap- 
peared for the California Sash and Door 
company and W. H. Wheeler for Hoi- 
brook. Merrill & Stetson, both concerns 
having 
entered 
protests 
against 
th<: 
granting of the applications, alleging that 
the railroad tracks would occupy the en- 
tire street and tnnt the manufactories 
along- the thoroughfare would have no 
room»for hauling facilities. 
The com- 
•plalnts were made at the last meeting 
of the committee of the whole, which 
was continued until last night, In order 
that 
the 
applicants 
and 
protestants 
mleht arrive nt '"ale nirrrement. 
ATTORNEY SPEAKS. 
In opening last night's consideration, 
Attorney Snook, representing the West- 
ern Pacific, said: "There has been no 
particular change In the conditions in 
regard to the Wood street franchises. 
In reference to the California Sash and 
\Door Company's opposition, because of 
the location of its plant and tho alleg-ed 
necessity of street room for freighting 
purposes. It has boon suggested that the 
width of ths sidewalk be reduced to nine 
feet, Instead of fourteen feet. This does 
not seem to be saHsfnctoi-y to the pro- 
testants, however. 
The whole matter 
now comes clown to a question of what 
you desire to do with Wood- street in 
accordance with the charter provisions." 
Councilman Pendleton— We do not de- 
sire to bar railroads from coming here, 
nor do we wish to conflict with great in- 
dustries. 
Would It not be 'possible to 
take off five feet from the sidewalk on 
each side of the sereet and have the 
tracks curve to the Past side of the street 
so that they would not encroach upon 
the freighting room desired by the pro- 
testants? 


THINKS STREET TOO NARROW. 
Burffe Corbet gave it as his opinion 
that the street wn*4 too narrow to allo'.v 
of the cnrryine: out of such a plan, as 
he contended that the freight tracks and 
cars are much wider than those used 
for passenger trains. "With such n 
small space, it will be Impossible for 
\is to transact our business." asserted 
Corbet. 
"We have at least fifty loads 
leaving the factory each flay on 
til* 
Wood street side. 
I think that th? 
granting of these franchises Is not man- 
datory, but discretionary upon the part 
of tho Counrll. 
As far as the Santa 


. Fo Is concerned, we hace no bone of 
.contention to pick with them. W» be- 
lieve it to be the only company of the 
three applicants which la In a" position 
to give this city service on the proposed 
lines. The Western Pacific will not be 
ready for two years at least and the 
Key Route, has no line outside of this 
county." 


IS UP TO CITY. 
Attorney Snook—The matter Is up to 
the city of Oaklind as to whether It 
will grant the franchises under the con- 
ditions as ther r.ow exist, the companies 
having agreed to curve the tracks and 
allow for it•&!••; room for the freighting 
purposes of the Protestants. 
^Attorney Corbet—The railroads might 


take another route, if it did not cost 
them too much. I would suggest that 
they go along the water front, which is 
to be filled in. 
Attorney Snook—I will admit that the 
Western Pacific desires to take Wood 
street under the provisions oC the char- 
ter, 
as it does not necessitate condem- 
nation suits, which occupy many months 
in the counts. We could not get a right 
of way along the water front for fifty 
years. 
Councilman Burns—Would the bill, be- 
fore the legislature at the present time, 
giving the Railroad Commission more 
power, effect these franchises in any 
way? 
Attorney Snook's answer was In the 
negative. 


HARD ON BIG FIRM. 
W. R. Wheeler of Hot brook, Merrill 
& Stetson, stated that the placing of 
tracks on Wood street would work a 
hardship on his firm and that It would 
probably mean that the concern wouUI 
have to return to San Francisco. 
Councilman El Hot—This matter has re- 
solved Itself into a question of serving 
the number at the expense of a few. The 
railroads cannot come into the city 
through the air. Whatever- street they 
run on there will be complaints, for I 
know myself that I would object to hav- 
ing an industrial railroad in front of my 
house. It will simply mean that Wood 
street will be ruined for any other pur- 
pose than commerce. 


PROTEST IS FILED. 
A protest, containing the names of one 
hundred residents along Wood street, 
was then .filed with the Council. J. W. 
Finnegan, one of the residential protest- 
ants, asserted that the two railroad 
lines would ruin the street and that it 
would be unfit for residence purposes, 
necessitating many 
property 
owners, 
who 
have 
been 
residents 
on 
the 
thoroughfare for many years, to seek 
other hoir.L'S. 
The committee then turned to th© col- 
lateral agreements it proposes to place 
in tho franchises. Councilman Elliot de- 
sired to have some action taken on these-, 
so that the matter might assume a defi- 
nite form and the applicants know ex- 
actly what tho desires of the Council 
are.The collateral agreements in regard to 
tho HP.PS north of Twentieth street wera 
voted upon and defeated. 
These were: 
That street lights be placed at each 
crossing by the companies, that the en- 
tire street be graded, curbed and ma- 
cfulamized, that the railroads maintain 
street crossings and protect tho sewers, 
and that spur track privileges be granted 
to all.
